THE ORIGINAL. CAXDY MEDICINE 


This is lesson No. 6 in the course we are 


in domestice medicine and first aid under the re- 
gistered title of The Medicine Cupboard, generally 
Tuesdays and Fridays. Readers who wish to save 
the lessons to make a kind of guide book for the 
medicine cupboard may perhaps obtain any bat-k 
numbers they have missed by applying at the pub- 
lisher's office. I have no copies available. 


The fourth item in the medicine cupboard is the 


original "candy medicine," aromatic syrup of rhu- 
barb, formerly called spiced syrup of rhubarb. -It 
is included in the medicine cupboard particularly 
for those who sometimes leel very mean and harbor 
a wicked impulse to give some poor kid a dose of 
castor oil. Aiomatic syrup of rhubarb will accom- 
plish every good purpose which castor oil is pop- 
ularly supposed to accomplish, and' has none of the 
serious objections which airplane lubricant has as 
a medicine. I've seer some kids, as no doubt you 
all hav», to whom one could administer a dose of 
castor oil with considerable satisfaction—but not as 
a doctor. It is a, fine medicine for a fellow to make 
Ins first wife's children take when his second wife 
has a huff on. But why this furious condemna- 
tion of castor oil? Don't some of the doctors still 
prescribe it? Certainly they do, altho I'i e told 
•em many a time they ought to bo ashamed to flo 
so. Aside from the actual evils wrought by castor 
Oil—such, for instance, as the passage of blood 
corpuscles after its use—this crude physic has prob- 
ably done more than any otner one thing: to alienate 
the affection and confidence of children in doctors 
and their art, and people are always children in 
their relation to the medical profession. The doctor 
v.ho peisists in forcing: this enormity down 
the 


throat of a chifd, particulaily a sick child, in this 
day of enlig-htrnent la as unfaithful to his profes- 
sion as the citizen who buys boot-liquor is to society.

The Elmergreen supporters, in- 
cluding former District Attorney Zabel, 
have announced their active support of the 
Rose candidacy. Since they polled more 
'than 11,000 votes in the primary, and 
Rose led Hoan by 500. the anti-social- 
ists have on paper a lead of nearly 12.- 
000. Of course all of the Elmergreen vote 
may not go to Rose, but the most of it 
will. 
The final result 
-will depend on 


whether a larger socialist vote can be 
mustered proportionately than was mus- 
tered in the primary.

takes place, it will mean that Milwaukee.

sought by France, America and Ja- 
pan. 


Russian engineers say the Soviets 


hold the strategic and economic con- 
trol of the Chinese Eastern and should 


it become necessary they could cut 
off its most profitable traffic. 


The preliminary conditions for rec- 


ognition of the Soviet by China, signed 
by Dr. Wang but not ratified by the 
Chinese 
government, provided, ac- 


cording to one Chinese source here, 
for joint control by Russia and China 
similar to the original agreement in 
1886 
with a sort of Russian 
zone 


through Manchuria 
and along the 


railway in Chinese territory. 


The new commissar of railways, M. 


Rudzutuk, declares the railway was 
built entirely by Russian capital, and 
that France's pretensions to share in 


the railway through the Russo-Aslatlo 
bank, which has considerable stock in 
France, are "as groundless as France's 
descent upon Odessa and her other 
interventions."

At night, it was 
impossible to distinguish between drj 
road and ice, and at some stages of 
the trip I was 
not sure just^ how

brakes. 
"On one long hill that appeared to
